Workers ov r . r "iver fleet are remodeling and improving the 400- 
horsepower tu-bL,.t,r urned out ir. 1?47 and 1948 by the "Lenipskaya Kuznitaa” 
Shipbuilding Plant ct KUv. Experiments have shown that the most efficient 
rate of operation Is achieved by 42-percent inflation (napolneniye) of high- 
compression cylinders rather than cy t ^-percent inflation formerly used. 

As a result, the specific pulling fore, ^udo^noye tyagovoye usiliye) is in- 
creased X 6.1 percent.' The enlarging of the paddle wheel blades (plitsa) from 
650 millimeters to 720 millimeters raised the specific pull (udel*naya tyaga) 
from 12.57 kilograms per horsepower to 14.2 kilograms per horsepower. 

As an experiment, four types of wheel hubs (kolesnaya vtulka) are being 
tried out on various units of the fleet. Results eo far have indicated that 
bronze nubs are muoh inferior to those made of oast iron or TsAM-10-5 zinc 
alloy and to floating steel ones. 

NEW SHIPS FOR RSFSR RJVjsk FLEET — Krasnyy Flot, No 69 , 24 Mar 49 

Thirty new tugboats with metal hulls will be put into operation in Apfil 
by the RSFSR river fleet. The introduction of 130-horsepower ships on the 
larger rivers is also scheduled. 

KAZAIIH SSR TO EXPAND TRANSPORT FUUST -- Kazakhs tans kaya Pravda, No 36 , 22 Feb 49 

At present there are three steamship lines in Kazakh SSR, the Verfchne- 
Irtyehekoye, the Balkhash- IUyskoye, and the Ural Lines. There is also the 
Azov Line. The Balkhash- Illy skoye and Ural lines have been put under the 
Republic Administration for Developement for transport of the Tobol, Ishlm, 
Syr-Dar'ya, and other rivers. Construction of cutters and shallow-draft 
barges has begun. 
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
